Those that die 
without acttial exposure have been ir- 
ritated by toth decay or improper use 
or injury, so that the pulp swells in- 
side its bony case and chokes itself. 

.The tooth pulp could stand much 
more irritation if it had, room to 
swell, but in its little canal inside the 
tooth there is no room. AS soon as 
the pulp is irritated enough to swell 
ever so little, the pressure stops the 
incoming of the arterial blood and the 
escape of the venous blood and then 
the circulation stops and decomposi- 
tion begins. 

It is very unfortunate to have the

It is true that many times the dead 
pulp is successfully. removed and the 
canal artificially filled 80 that the 
; tooth remains useful for.a long period, 
but many pulpless teeth abscess. The 
cleansing and filling of a tooth canal 
is a very difficult.and skilful operation.

THE WHEAT BOARD, 


Agriculture asking the federal Government to reinstate. the Cana- 
dian Wheat Board to handle “the wheat crop of 1922 ‘and until 
such times as world conditions again become normal.” The Teso-|¢ 
nition will be submitted to the approaching annual conventions of 
the farmers’ organizations in the three prairie provinces and if it is 
approved by them will be'reconsidered and whipped into final shape 
by the Council of Agriculture at its annual meeting in March, The 
widespread demand in the West for the reinstatement of the Cana 
dian Wheat Board would seem to insure that the resolution will re- 
ceive the approval of the farmers’ organizations; and this approval 
wilhat least insure for it serious consideration by the Governmert 
to which it will be submitted. . 
Unless conditions alter very materially between now and the 
opening of the 1922 crop season it is hard to conceive of argumenis 
being advanced against the reinstatement of the Wheat Board suf- 
ticiently weighty to overcome those urged in favor of it. The 
Wheat Board cannot accomplish miracles; but it can be made the 
most potent factor in obtaining for all the wheat growers of the 
country a mhximum return for'their crop. The world price of 
wheat in 1912-20 was not fixed by the Wheat Board and the price 
in 1922-23 will not be fixed by the Wheat Board if it is recreated. 
What the Wheat Board did and can do again is to secure for every 
grower of wheat in Canada the average price of wheat for the 
\ season. 

Open marketing sees from two-thirds to three-fourths of the 
crop thrown onto the market during the first four months after th: 
haryest, with the result that the prices obtained for it are the low- 
est of the whole year. e high prices obtained during the spri., 
are shared by a comparatively few growers, whohave been in ¢ 
positio nto hold their grain. What the Wheat Board does is wv 
take the whole crop off the producers’ hands at once and make a: 
nigh an initial paymenton it as the probabilities of the market wa- 
rant. Then it sells the wheat as market conditions warrant and ut 
the end of the year pro rates its surplus fuhds among the grower * 

Some of the dfficulties with which the farmer has to contend 
today the Wheat Board cannot salve. The high costs of production 
and transportation, weather conditions and insect pests, are beyond 
its control; but none of these factors weighs so heavily upon the 
farmers’ purse as the necessity of selling his crop when prices are 
at the lowest point of the year. The Wheat Board can remedy 
this; and for this reason the reinstatement of the Wheat Boa:d 
should be urged upon the Government, as an emergenecy measure 
for 1922 and until such time as the farmers of Western Canada ca) 
raise and market their grain without losing money in the process. 


DISCOURAGE SECESSION IDEA, 3 

Because of the situa‘ion which now presents itself inthe Wes’ 
as a result of the recent gencral dominion election, there are tho= 
in Western Canada, and especially in the province of Sackatchewar 
whoi are again advocating secession of the western provinces frui» 
the east. 

in advocating this idea a writer in a Saskatchewan daily says: 

“A fairy obvious suggestion is that when the prairie 

provinces are all unitedly Progressive in their provincial 

governments (and Saskatchewan will shortly be in line 

with Alberta in this respect) these provinces, whose needs 


and policies are so diametrically in opposition to those of 
the eastern provinces, will take steps to secure complete 
political independence, which appeal, if the provinces were 
solidly united, could scarcely be withstood. This would 
open the way for reciprocal trading treaties with the 
States.” 

Periodically during the past years we have heard such seces- 
sion talk in different parts of the dominion where a few disgruntled 
‘people find it hard to abide by the decision of the majority, Fer- 
‘tunately, however, none of it has gotten beyond the talk stage so 
far, and it is hoped that is where the present outburst will end. 

A feeling exists that Western agriculture has not received a 
Square deal in the past—and to a very large extent that feeling is 
Justified ; but it does not follow that matters would be improved by 
breaking up the Dominion and casting the prairie provinces adrift. 
A remedy from the injustice from which Western agriculture has 
suffered in the past exists within the Dominion and the constitu- 
tion and we doubt much that its-application will now be greatly de- 
layed, A new Government is about to take up the reins in Ottawa 
——a Government that will come into being pledged to redress many 
of the grievances of which the farmers complain; and if that Gov- 
ernment has the co-operation and support of the Progressive group 

\n the House of Commons on the policies to which the iol’ and and 
‘Progressive parties are both committed, an improvement of the 

_ situation in Western Canada may be looked for at an early date. 
‘The solution of the problems which have weighed down Wester:i 
agriculture in recent years-~so far as they are amenable to solution | 

by political effort—will then have been accomplished without de. | 
ie the unity of Canada.

Without Confederation, what is now the Dominion of 
Vanada would still be a group of separate and not over friendiy 
provinces—each with its own government, coinage and fiscal sys- 
tem. And toa certain extent Canada would be that again if the 
prairie provinces left the Dominion. ~* 

As a whole Canada is largely self-sustaining economically ; but 
cut it asunder’and no one part of it would be self-sustaining. The 
prairie provinces would be wedged in between Ontario on the east: 
and British Columbia on the west, and between the international

SOME SUGGESTIONS ON THE USE OF IRRIGATION FROM | Otherwise British Mines Would Have 
ONE WHO HAS HAD WIDE EXPERIENCE IN THIS 
LINE IN INDIA 


An informal meeting recently took 
place at Addo (Cape) be'ween Mr. 
Kanthack, the former Director of Irri- 
gation, and about one hundred settl*rs. 
In addressing the meeting Mr. Kan- 
thack emphasized the dange~ of over- 
irrigation, a mistake which all farmers 
unaccustomed to irrigation generaliy 
made, In most cass the mistake was 
realized during a period of drought, 
when, to his amazement, the farmer 
will probably get the best crop he has 
had for years. Mr. Kanthack hojed 
that they would an by this advbice 
und not allow this lands to become 
ruined, 

H ewas speaking as an old irviga- 
tionist: he had lea nt h‘'s trade in 
India, where irr'ga ion was carried .ut 
on a large scale. As time went on 
—even in India where irrigation was 

“of a hly cfficient naturo—it was 
surpr’sing when land was brought un- 
der cultivation and 1 mgation, how 

- much the duty improved, even elimin- 
ating wasteful methods, . 

Some years ago he was in eharge of 
a la ge experim nt in the Punjab, In- 
dia, to find out the exoet amount of 
water required to give the best results 
from whest. It wes fourd that on 
virgin scil, in the first two or threc 
yéars, the mere water wis. pield on to 
the land the bigger was the yield, 
They put five to six feet of wate on, 
and in some. places. goe phenomehal 
yields, but aft’r the third year there 
was a.rema*kable change. After the 
fifth ~~ the best return was ob‘ained 
with three light waterings, and after 
that period it s-emed to Yremain at 
that figure. If more than that was 
given, the output went down: three 
three-inch wate ings gave the maai- 
mum return, but after that the r turn 
became less. the same thing 

_ would happen in South Afvica. After 
the fifth year; espe ially in a country 
like this where a lot of land was put 
under permanent crops ,orchards, e!c., 
it would be found that the duty has 
improved enormously. If tarme’s ir- 
rigated upon the same scale es they 
éid-in th? first years it would be found 


jthat they were ruinin etheir crops, It 
was a thing that every farmer who is 
not accustomed to irrigation did and 
hey would find it out for themselves 
CROP AREAS. 
Purely asa piece of farming adv.ce 
Mr. Kanthack m«ntioned the question 
of putting only half of the fam, area 
under permanent érops, It was a grea’ 
mistake to put all the eggs in one bas 
ket; for instance, the whole a éa 
should not be put und-r citrus; be- 
cause if anything untoward happened 
to this crop, there would be nothing to 
fall back on, A sufficient number of 
rops should be planted so that when 
spring came round it would pot be ne- 
cessary,to give every inch of the land 
a fcvr to six-inch watering, | Eve y 
farmer should cer‘ainly have a main 
crop, but he should reserve some space 
tor anhval crops. Both from 
irrigation: point of view and from the 
practical farming side ne would ad- 
vise them to have at least thirty per 
eont, under cops other than perman- 
ent. The whole of the land should not 
be put under crops which would all 
r-quvire wate~ at the same time, _be- 
cause no irriga'ion scheme in tie 
world could cope with such a general 
emand for water at a_ particu'ar 
time for a particular crop. Efficient 
ir igetion could only be obtained. un- 
der a scheme which provid d ‘hat no 
more than sixty or sixty-five per cent 
of the land would require water at 
once; No irrigation scheme ‘which 18 
required to irrigat> 100 per cent. of 
the land would work.

A short time ago, Gen, Smuts; of 
South Africa, refered to the fact that 
if the premium on gold were removed 
many of the gold mines in South Af- 
rica would be forced to close down on 
account of the greatly increased cost 
of production. At the time he pointed 
out that if these mines were closed 
down it would be a serious handicap 
to the Empire, as a large percentage

milled for 1921, 96,570 pounds, which 
again approximat’s the net prout 
made for the year under review, an¢ 
which profit was entirely due to the 
premium on gold, This in itself is

o the 1916 figure and a profi of 96,- 
50 pounds was made, and allowing . it
